Our teach- 
ers help greatly by knowing the current opportunities in 
any field and by judging our possibilities by our work, 
achievements, underlying spirit, and tendencies in school. 

All too often our hunt for a career is stopped after the 
suggestions; in ^reality, 41 wo have not yet begun to fight.” 
Our new frontier is our library. Here lie all sorts of pamph- 
lets, articles, and longer books about careers, which are well 
worth their time. You might stumble on a field you barely 
knew existed or never thought of in terms of yo\ir own fu- 
ture, and you will learn the study and character trait pre- 
requisites of hundreds of possible careers.
